REQUEST FOR CERTIFICATE OF CORRECTION AND SHOWING 

OF GOOD FAITH 



Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.323, the Applicant is filing concurrently herewith a Request for 
issuance of a Certificate of Correction in respect of the above-identified patent. Two mistakes in 
the specification were introduced by the Patent and Trademark Office, and mistakes in the 
drawings were introduced by the Applicant. 



37 CFR 1 .323 provides for issuance of a Certificate of Correction under the conditions 
specified in 35 USC 255 at the request of the patentee or the patentee's assignee, upon payment 
of the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .20(a). Payment of the required fee is being submitted 
concurrently herewith, and the conditions specified in 35 USC 255 are addressed below.

The conditions for issuance of a Certificate of Correction, as set out in 35 USC 255, are 
that a mistake be of clerical or typographical nature, or of minor character, that a showing be 
made that such mistake occurred in good faith, and that the correction not involve such changes 
in the patent as would constitute new matter or would require re-examination. 

During examination of the application from which the above-identified patent originated, 
the Examiner objected to the drawings in an Office Action dated June 1, 2007 as allegedly failing 
to show a voltage sensor. A replacement sheet 3/4 of drawings was prepared, and the Applicant 
intended to include that replacement sheet when responding to the Office Action. The original 
sheet 3/4, instead of the actual replacement sheet, was labelled as "Replacement Sheet" and 
included with the Applicant's communication filed on August 30, 2007 in response to the Office 
Action. It is clear from the amendments to the specification on page 2 of the Applicant's 
communication and the remarks in the first paragraph on page 7 of the communication that the 
Applicant intended to amend Figures 4 and 5 to show voltage sense input circuits 27 and 37, 
respectively. 

The incorrect labelling and submission of the original sheet 3/4 as a replacement sheet 
was in good faith, and resulted from a clerical error in forwarding the original sheet instead of the 
intended replacement sheet for labelling, and inclusion of the incorrect sheet in the 
correspondence dated August 30, 2007. 

It is thus respectfully submitted that the mistakes in the drawings are of a clerical nature. 
Amendments to the specification, which were made in the communication of August 30, 2007, 
were properly entered, and describe voltage sense input circuits 27 and 37 in Figures 4 and 5, 
respectively. Since the text corresponding to the intended changes in Figures 4 and 5 on Sheet 
3/4 of the drawings appears in the patent, and given the fact that the Examiner withdrew the 
objection to the drawings in the subsequent Final Office Action dated October 19, 2007, it is 
further respectfully submitted that correcting the drawings as requested does not involve changes 
which would constitute new matter or require re-examination.
